EXECUTIVE SESSIONS. 


Among tlte reform* talked of on the 


Democratic side of the Senate is a 
feeble movement to abolish executive 
sessions. When the President sands 
nominations of public officers to the 
Senate for confirmation this body re- 
fers them in the first instance to ap- 
propriate standing committees, and 
these report to the Senate in what is 
called exeontive or secret "sessions, 
and they ore discussed with closed 
doors. This custom, says a New 
York Herald corespondent, which 
has, as everybody i knows; led to 
many abases, defended on the groand 
that it would be unfair to a person 
nominated to office that thediscnsaion 
of his character and fitness should be 
held in public and made a matter of 
recod, and that many objections made 
in secret sessions without injnry to 
the character or feelings of the per 
son under discussion wonld be need- 
lessly hurtful if made openly. - 


Bat these who oppose these execu- 


tive sessions reply that this defence, 
though plausible, is not sound, be- 
cause the nominations are secret, 
where all such matters may be brought 
np as wonld not properly be for pub 
lie, and because farther, when men 
are nominated to office by party con' 
ventions, their qualifications and 
character are immediately and thor- 
oughly discussed in the most public 
manner, which is thought to be 
proper and necessary. Bnt, say they 
if a man nominated to be Governor 
of a State, 'or mayor or alderman of 
city, may and ought to be freely 
criticised and discussed, why not if 
the same man is nominated for Min- 
ister to Timbnctoo or Postmaster in 
fcmske Hollow? It is added that ex- 
ecutive session is used mainly to per* 
petnate one of the glaring abuses 
of the civil 
service, 
the 
swap- 


ping of officers among 
Senators, 


popularly known as the "courtesy of 
the Senate," and that to abolish these 
executive sessions would be a decisive 
step in real civil service reform. 


A Town of Schools. 


The Bodie Neva says of ••: 
Beno is bnilding a 17,000 pnblio 


school bouse on the North aide of 
theTrookee river and a 5,000 school- 
house on the South side of the river, 
which when completed, with Bishop 
Whittaker's Seminary for girls, the 
Dominican Bisters' Seminary nearly 
compleated, the proposed Methodist 
college and Catholio college that will 
probably be bnilt during the coming 
season, will place her at the bead of 
the seats of learning of any city or 
town on the Pacific coast. And when 
the State of Nevada can elect an hon- 
est Legislature, the State University 
will be removed from the desert in 
which it is now located to Beuo, the 
natural site for the institution, being 
the center of population.

BANK FAILURE*. 


A few days ago a dozen or more 


banks failed in New Orleans in one 
day. The panic seemed to have been 
passed after that day, though the de- 
pression still continues; the banks 
which have actually failed are all 
State institutions and the seven na- 
tional banks are in good condition. 
The State banks which are in trouble 
are believed to bave invested largely 
in State and New Orleans city secu- 
rities, especially the latter, which 
bave become depreciated to the ex< 
tent of twenty per cent by reason of 
a decision of the State Supreme 
Court, which declared unconstitu- 
tional a special tax levied on the city 
to pay the interest. It is probably 
true also that the declared intention 
of the Constitntional Convention, an 
election for which has j net been held 
to tinker with the State credit, has 
had the effect of shaking confidence 
in the State bonds, Governor Nioholls 
having been unable with the best in 
tentions to carry out the refunding 
scheme which was begun nnder the 
Kellogg government.
